INSTALL MANY 
PHONE CABLES 


FOR INCREASED 
TRAFFICHERE 


A $200,000 expansion of the fa- 


cilities of the United Telephone 
Company in Gettysburg to handle 
the heavy telephone traffic antici- 
pated when President Eisenhower 
returns to his Gettysburg farm in 
about two weeks is nearing com- 
pletion according to an announce- 
ment made today by John Cald- 
well, manager of the local telephone 
office. The President is expected 
to convalesce here from his Sep- 
tember 24 heart attack in Denver. 


The expansion includes the laying 


of 14 miles of 100 pair cables from 
Gettysburg to Hanover, and ad- 
ditional lines extended to the Eis- 
enhower farm. This expansion is 
being made to provide the facilities 
for the greatly expanded communi- 
cations which will be required by 
newspaper 
correspondents, 
tele- 


graph, radio and television net- 
works when "The White House," 
the capitol of the United States, 
will be in Gettysburg during the 
period of Mr. Eisenhower's conva- 
lescence. 


Many Extra Lines 


There are approximately 50 lines, 


all services, to the farm, Cald- 
well said, and facilities for 100 ex- 
tra service lines if needed. The 
telephone company presently has 
40 operators in its exchange and is 
training new girls. If needed, addi- 
tional operators will be secured from 
the outside. 


The telephone company had 11 


construction crews working on the 
job, 
including all of the regular 


Gettysburg, Carlisle and Chambers- 
burg line crews and several con- 
tractor crews. Five days after the 
cable order was placed, the initial 
shipment, four reels, arrived in 
Gettysburg and was hung by United 
crews the same day. Cable splicers 
immediately began the job of splic- 
ing the thin copper wires. Ten 
separate cable splicing crews have 
been working on the project. Three- 
fourths of the cable is in the air. 
The remainder of the cable is 
expected in the early future. 


Caldwell said that the United 


plans additional cable relief be- 
tween Gettysburg and Hanover next 
year and that engineering already 
completed on the 1956 project has 
helped to expedite the job. 


A television antenna will be in- 


stalled on top of the American Le- 
gion building, Baltimore St., for 
transmission of television pictures 
from Gettysburg to similar micro- 
wave installation at Catoctin, Md., 
which, in turn, will beam the pic- 
ture to nearby cities for trans- 
mission over regular TV channels 
across the country.

munist program in the United 
States" because of criticism from,

have been omitted. 


David F r e e m a n , the fund's 


secretary-treasurer, said yesterday 
the 
group is making a study 


whether the revision would be in 
the form of a supplement or a 
new edition of the 474-page volume 
dealing with bibliography of publi- 
cations on communism in this 
country. 


The volume has been distributed 


to some" 1,200 schools, liraries and 
government institutions as a guide 
to literature dealing with commu- 
nism.

A federal court jury of six men 


and six women yesterday acquit- 
ted the 93-pound Mrs. Haynes of 
murder, "by reason of Insanity" at 
the time of the shooting last 
summer. 


The jurors thus accepted de- 


fense testimony that the 28-year- 
old mother of four daughters was 
driven out of her mind by her hus- 
band's brassing of intimacies with 
the red-haired teen-ager. 


Under 
the 
verdict, 
returned 


more than 27 hours after the jury 
got the case, Mrs. Haynes was im- 
mediately committed to St. Eliza- 
beth's Hospital. Her release from 
this government mental institution 
could" come at a court hearing 
scheduled Monday. 


Huiband Saw Shooting 


Mrs. Haynes shot and killed 


Nancy Penton in the girl's north- 
east Washington apartment July 
19. Her husband. Willis M. Haynes, 
32, witnessed the shooting. 


Government 
prosecutors con- 


tended the killing was premedi- 
tated. A first-degree murder con- 
viction would have carried a man- 
datory penalty of death in the 
electric chair. 


Waiving his right not to testify 


against his wife, Haynes told the 
jury of events leading up to the 
.killing. He acknowledged telling 
his wife he "enjoyed Nancy for 
her sex ability." And he said he 
had shown Mrs. Haynes a snap- 
shot of Nancy posed suggestively 
in a negligee. 


Mrs. Haynes did not testify In 


her 
own behalf. Her attorney, 


Harry J. Ahern, said her physical 
condition made her unequal to the 
ordeal. 


The tiny defendant sobbed re- 


peatedly 
during the trial. And 


"when the verdict wis read, she 
had to be supported. 


After her acquittal, Mrs. Haynes 


said hardly a word. She did thank 
her 
attorney and turned to a 


n e i g h b o r from nearby Falls 
Church, Va., and said: 


"Take care of my children." 
The eldest of the Haynes daugh- 


ters is 10.

manslaughter, for which Robinson 
faces a 1-20 year term, and de- 
ferred sentencing pending a proba- 
tion report. 


Robinson accused the victim of 


"breaking up my home" by his 
attentions to the defendant's 23- 
year-dd common law wife, JRicky. 


Johnston often had threatened 


the husband, according to Robin- 
son, who contended he shot in self 
defense. 


Judge Lybarger. referring to the 


victim as a "big bully." recounted 
testimony that Robinson had gone 
to a minister and a lawyer for 
help before the slaying took place.

Servicing O f Automobile W ill 


Be Beneficial Says Expert

Old age is explaining to a teen­ 
ager what a ruining board looked 
like. 


Not too m any m otorists think 
about it seriously but th© sm art 
way to cope with w inter success­ 
fully is to breax up preparations 
into a fall check-up and, later, a 
full 
pre-winter servicing of the 
car. The tim ing depends on loca­ 
tion and clim ate, but in general 
the idea is to avoid getting too 
close to cold w eather before pro­ 
tecting the ca r against its rigors. 
Before anti-freeze Is added, for 
Instance, there should be a period 
of observation of the cooling sys­ 
tem and any checking it may re­ 
quire. Before snow tires are in­ 
stalled 
consideration 
should 
be 
given to the overall tire picture. 
Before streets become slippery the 
braking system should 
be 
gone 
over carefully with special obser­ 
vation of what happens when there 
a re sudden tem perature changes. 
Another im portant feature of the 
fall check-up is observation of the 
generator-battery system. Is there 
a battery cell starting to develop 
aa internal short’ Does the gen­ 
erato r need overhauling? 
Is Its 
regulator working properly? 
All such matters should be de­ 
cided row’, not at the last minute 
For Future Reference 
It ta rather generally known that 
lf a shock absorber doesn’t pro- 


I vide norm al resistance 
there Is 
Jsomethlng wrong with it. But for 
(some reason few car owners real­ 
iz e that a shock absorber can be 
useless if it offers too m uch re­ 
sistance. Such a condition can be 
'caused by a frozen piston, clogged 
' valves in the unit, or broken in­ 
ternal parts. 
One of the most confusing facts

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Fall Check-Up And Pre-Winter 
Servicing Of Automobile Will 


Be Beneficial, Says Expert 


By FREDERICK C. RUSSELL 
Old age is explaining to a teen- 


ager what a runnuig board looked 
like. 


Not too many motorists think 


about it seriously but the smart 
way to cope with winter success- 
fully is to breaic up preparations 
into a fall check-up and, later, a 
full pre-wmter servicing of the 
•car. The timing Appends on loca- 
tion and climate, but in general 
the idea is to avoid getting too 
close to cold weather before pro- 
tecting the car against its rigors. 


Before anti-freeze is added, for 


Instance, there should be a period 
of observation of the cooling sys- 
tem and any checking it may re- 
quire. Before snov tires are in- 
stalled consideration should 
be 


given to the over?!! tire picture 
Before streets become slippery the 
braking system should be gone 
over carefully with special obser- 
vation of what happens when there 
are sudden temperature changes 


Another important feature of the 


fall check-up is observation of the 
generator-battery system. Is there 
a battery cell sta-ting to develop 
an internal short' Does the gen- 
erator need ove-hauLng? Is its 
regulator workmg properly? 


All such matters should be de- 


cided now, not at the last minute 


For Future Reference 


It i* rather generally known that 


it -a shock absorber doesn't pro- 


vide normal resistance there is 
something wrong with it But for 
some reason few car owners real- 
ize that a shock absorber can be 
useless if it offers too much re- 
sistance. Such a condition can be 
caused by a frozen piston, clogged 
valves in the unit, or broken in- 
ternal parts. 


One of the most confusing facts 


of the day is the variation m rec- 
ommendations for tire pressures 
for different size tires and differ- 
ent body models This isn't helped 
by the additional fact that the tire 
makers usually have a scale that 
differs from what the car makers 
recommend 


Not all manufacturer 
recom- 


mend higher pressure for the front 
tires One popular station wagon 
is supposed to DP pressured 23 
pounds front and 26 pounds rear 
Six-ply tires of the same size as 
their comparable four-ply are rec- 
ommended for use at 30 pounds 
pressure for fiont wheel use, 27 
for rear. This compares with 28 
pounds and 23 pounds front and 
rear for the four-ply job 


It suggests that for best results 


the car owner should try to chart 
a course somewhere between max- 
imum tire mileage (from higher 
pressures) and car comfort (from 
lower pressures)
